students.  This  shows  a  marked 
increase  over  the  537  registrations 
received  last  year  by  the  end 
of  July. 

Fr.  Robbins  said  that  the  col¬ 
lege  hopes  to  be  able  to  accept  as 
many  as  680  registrations  by  Sept. 
16,  the  day  classes  begin. 

Enrollment  at  St.  Joseph’s 
reached  its  highest  level  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  1947,  when  students  on 
the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights  helped 
swell  the  college  total  to  601.  At 
that  time,  when  the  academy  was 
in  operation,  40  students  of  high 
school  age  brought  the  grand  total 
to  641.  The  academy  was  discon¬ 
tinued  in  1948. 

As  in  the  past,  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  this  year’s  new  students 
will  be  from  the  midwestem 
states,  chiefly  Indiana,  Ohio  and 
Illinois.  Chicago  will  supply  by 
far  the  greatest  number  of  all 
the  cities.  A  gratifying  number 
of  states  in  all  other  sections 
of  the  United  States  will  be  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  student  body,  how¬ 
ever,  along  with  several  foreign 
countries. 

In  addition  to  the  664  already 
accepted  on  July  15,  there  were 
39  applications  yet  to  be  considered 
by  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of 
applications  received,  there  has 
been  a  high  number  of  rejections. 
A  total  of  69  rejections  have  al¬ 
ready  been  recorded. 

In  order  that  the  greatest  pos¬ 
sible  number  of  students  may  be 
carried  during  the  period  of  the 
new  residence  halls’  construction, 
students  will  be  housed  in  the 
remodeled  Science  Hall  dorm,  the 
“White  House,”  the  basement  of 
the  Administration  Building,  the 
seoend  floor  of  the  power-house, 
and  in  the  three  houses  in  Rens¬ 
selaer  which  have  recently  been 
acquired,  one  by  purchase  and  the 
others  by  rental.

When  St.  Joseph’s  opened  its 
doors  in  1891,  a  Dirksen  entered 
as  a  high  school  student.  With 
the  exception  of  twenty  years, 
from  1893  to  1913,  there  has 
been  at  least  one  Dirksen  at  St. 
Joseph’s  almost  constantly  ever 
since — either  as  student,  as  teach¬ 
er,  or  as  college  president.  The 
Dirksens  like  this  place  .  .  . 

The  first  of  the  Dirksen  clan 
to  attend  St.  Joe’s  was  Frank. 
He  came  from  Minster,  Ohio,  in 
1891,  when  the  small  Indiana 
school  was  just  beginning.  It  was 
only  a  high  school  then,  and  the 
first  half  of  the  Administration 
Building  had  just  been  completed. 

Those  were  the  days  when  St. 
Joe  boys  played  baseball  with  the 
Indian  boys,  who  went  to  school 
in  what  is  now  Drexel  Hall,  across 
the  road. 

Frank  Dirksen  was  on  the  first 
St.  Joe  drill  team,  and  he  took 
part  in  some  of  the  school’s  ear¬ 
liest  dramatic  productions.  He  left 
St.  Joseph’s  in  1893  and  went  on 
to  become  a  teacher.  While  devot¬ 
ing  36  years  of  his  life  to  teach¬ 
ing  in  Ohio,  he  raised  six  sons. 
He  sent  four  of  his  boys  to  St. 
Joe’s,  and  three  of  them  went  on 
to  become  priests  in  the  Society 
of  the  Precious  Blood. 

Mr.  Dirksen’s  oldest  son,  Clar¬ 
ence,  attended  high  school  here 
from  1913  to  1914.  After  this  one 
year  he  returned  to  Ohio  to  pursue 
a  career  of  farming. 

The  year  Clarence  left,  his 
brother  Aloys  entered  St.  Joe’s. 
Aloys  completed  his  high  school 
the  junior  college  education  in 
1920.  He  later  became  a  Precious 
Blood  priest,  returning  to  St. 
Joe’s  as  a  teacher  and  serving  as 
president  of  the  college  from  1938 
to  1944.  Under  Father  Aloys  an 
extensive  building  program  was 
launched,  and  between  1939  and 
1941  were  erected  Seifert  Hall, 
Noll  Hall,  Xavier  Hall  and  the 
fieldhouse.

Note  Written  in  1892 
Found  in  Drexel  Hall 

Two  voices  from  out  of  the 
past  history  of  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  were  heard  late  last  spring. 
A  group  of  college  students  and 
Fr.  Edward  Maziarz  made  an  in¬ 
teresting  discovery  while  cleaning 
a  storage  room  in  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  top  floor  of  Drexel 
Hall. 

Above  the  door  they  found  a 
piece  of  paper,  yellowed  with  age, 
and  inscribed  thus:  “That  room 
was  fixed  up  in  Sept.  1892  by 
Brother  Fabian  Reer,  C.PP.S.,  and 
by  Louis  Marion  from  Belcourt, 
Rolitta  Co.,  North  Dak.” 

Records  show  that  Mr.  Marion, 
an  Indian,  took  a  commercial 
course  at  St.  Joseph’s  from  1891 
to  1893.  We  wonder  if  Brother 
Fabian  and  Mr.  Marion,  when 
writing  their  little  note,  realized 
it  would  not  be  read  for  62  years.
